He is Likely to Make His Mark in the 
Japan-Chinese War. 



RivKRfliBB, Cel., Aug. 23.— One of the 
moat important men In thin country In 
his relation to the present controversy 
between Japan and China, and who is 
likely to prove an Important factor in 
a direct way, aa he Is certain to in 
an indirect way, in the war now 
waging over Corea, is Col. .1. H. 
Wasson, of Sedalia. Mo., formerly ■ 
well-known officer in the United States 
army. The Japanese government has 
sent for Col. Wasson and charged him 
to repair at once to the scene of the 
conflict and there take command of 
one division of the mikado's, forces. 
He has been asked to do this because 
Of his familiarity with the Japanese 
and their methods and hi 
ability as a commander. Tl 
ment officials know this fron 
, soar's connections with the Japanese 
army at one time as a military in 

Years ago, during President Grant'* 
Bret term, the mikado requested of 
this government that a young military 
officer of marked ability be sent to 
Japan to introduce into the Japanese 
army American tactics and methods 
of warfare. It was a desirable 
and honorable position and 
President Grant selected Col, Was- 
son. a classmate at the West 
Point military academy and a close 
friend and great favorite. Wasson had 
previously been seat upon a similar 
mission to Egypt upon 
the khedive and spent two years In the 
Nile country constructing the military 
forces, earning considerable renown 
for his tact and ability in that line, but 
it was in his relation with Japan that 
he achieved his greatest fame. 

In 1874 he accompanied Gen. Saigo as 
chief of staff, with the rank of colonel 
In the expedition against Formosa. Col. 
Wasson conducted the expedition to a 
successful termination. The success of 
the enterprise and the satisfactory 
manner in which it was carried through 
so pleased the mikado that he be- 
stowed on Col. Wasson the decoration 
of the rising sun of the imperial order 
of the meiji, a distinction no other for- 
eigner ever enjoyed. 

A warm personal friend of the col- 
onel residing in this city is in receipt 
of a letter from the ex-soldier giving 
. the facts as to the offer made by Japan.
